1. The 62nd and 63rd meetings of the Subcommittee on 
Exploitation of Foreign Language Publications were held 6 and 20 


January, respectively, and were concerned with a review of the 
Western World program. It was agreed that the "Selected Briefs

Conferences and Fairs" and "Foreign Press Reports on Inter-
